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CESARE BORGIA, the Machiavellian Prince; Carlo Beuf (Oxford 
University Press, $2.50)—Cesare Borgia has had champions and 
detractors aplenty, but few honest biographers. these, 
Carlo Beuf takes distinguished place with his Cesare Borgia, the 
Machiavellian Prince. has done cleanup job the Borgia 
portrait, removing the whitewash well the mud. Cesare em- 
erges magnetic leader, shrewd statesman, callous murderer, 
just administrator, pathological egoist; and over all per- 
sonage the dimensions and fatality the classical hero tragedy. 
material for great tragedy dramatist, but perhaps one 
could have coped with the material except Shakespeare, and it’s 
little late for that. However, Shakespeare wrote Macbeth, which 
much the same thing. 

The story Cesare and his period (1475-1507) told style 
that vivid, racy, and informal. the same time, the 
scholarship and culture keep the book far above the numerous best 
selling biographies that turn out only gossip columns 
costume. 

Count Beuf has been known previously student and critic art, 
particularly Renaissance art. His knowledge bears fruit the 
biography. The pictorial aspects the Borgian era—the pageants 
and the ceremonies—are presented with detail that can eco- 
nomical because precise. Beuf has none the prolixity the 
partially informed. native Genoa, intimate with the 
Italian landscape. His experience officer the front lines 
the last World War enable him recount Cesare’s campaigns with 
military strategist’s understanding the mechanics war. His 
recital the siege and capture the citadel Forli, commanded 
the Amazonian Caterina Riario Sforza, exciting the 
chapter the storming the castle “Ivanhoe” (and you think 
that isn’t good reading, it’s because you haven’t looked since 
vou emerged from the shadow your high school English teacher). 
Theoretically, history should interesting for its own sake; but 
there denying, and point denying, that history the past 
more arresting the attention when parallels history the 
present. Although Beuf never underscores such parallels, they 
abound his biography Cesare Borgia. Cesare was dictator. 
was the subject Machiavelli’s Principe—a book that has 
gone the heads certain gentlemen who are cluttering today’s 
headlines. Like other dictators, before and after him, Cesare was 
not without justfication from circumstances. takes rank with 
the better specimens; partly because was neither ham actor nor 
cozened dupe hidden forces, and partly because had ideal. 
“For all his executive realism,” writes Beuf, “Cesare’s political con- 
ception was Utopia and, such, fore-doomed failure. His at- 
tempt create homogeneous, rational regime, country ridden 
petty tyrannies, quarrelsome, demagogic democracies, crumbling 
hereditary dynasties and smug, jealous oligarchies, could not have 
succeeded.” Further, “He not only reconquered those territories 
which the Church, through maladministration and weakness, had 
lost, but brought order, justice and well-being populations which 
for centuries had known only anarchy, tyranny, and bleak poverty.” 
Still more the credit side Cesare’s account: “The Forlivesi 
(after Cesare’s conquest Forli) soon discovered, perhaps their 
astonishment, that the only person ready see justice done was the 
that could not gain admission the Duke’s (Cesare’s) presence. 
Sometimes received the same individual and heard the same 
complaint two and even three times: this with kindness and 
equanimity which the poor Forlivesi hardly were used.” 
Carefully sifting the evidence, Beuf makes attempt clear 
Cesare (as other biographies have tried do) responsibility for 
long series brutal assassinations. These, however, divides 
into two categories. There were political murders, based Cesare 
theory that the enemy must destroyed well conquered.

Cesspools 
about the Borgian name; but they have accumulated about every 
name that has emerged from obscurity—increasing size and 
prurience with the name’s importance. Even the basis that smoke 
indicates fire. much the legend Borgian debauchery must 
thrown out court the serious historian. the Borgians had 
been guilty tenth the lechery imputed them, they wouldn’t 
have had time get any work done. The fact remains that Cesare’s 
conduct departed from logic, and even from his own singular code 
only when Lucrezia was involved. Beuf’s 
Cesare the man misused the powers Cesare the statesman order 
vent his personal emotions. result comes down his- 
tory more monstrous, but somehow the same time more human. 


The heroic pattern would complete Cesare his downfall had 
been due his inherent defects character. The disobliging fact 
that came from temporary physical disability. the most 
critical moment his career, was too ill fever take per- 
sonal command his troops. sanitation Rome had been 
far advanced the arts. the fate Italy and Eurone would have 
heen different. Historv not often moralist. and Beuf sticks 
the historian’s point view. was purely through accident that 
Cesare Borgia’s life fell suddenly from glory exile. startling 
contemplate that the whole his spectacular life covered span 
only years. 

For the most part, Beuf holds facts, leaving interpretation the 
reader. The rare paragraphs commentary are illuminating—this 
one among them: “Although the Italians could fight well any- 
body else when their backs were the wall, they were not war- 
minded. spite their chronic strife thev believed with Leonardo 
that war bestial insanity—pazzia bestialissima—and feared and 
distrusted soldiers principle. One the most engaging and im- 
pressive figures the Italian Renissance art the Pax Loren- 
zetti’s fresco the Buon Governo the Palazzo Pubblico Siena; 
was painted celebrate one the rare moments ‘when the city, 
thanks her state peace. greatness and happiness and 
bountiful measure good luck.’ But look the solitary figure 
Bartolomeo Colleoni riding grimlv the Piazza San Giovanni 
Paolo, the impudent mien John Hawkwood astride his white 
charger the Gothic silence Santa Maria del Fiore, and you will 
understand why peaceful Italian citizens recoiled from professional 
GREENE.

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most war industry the two most important divisions employing 
artists are: Production illustration and tool illustration. 

The production illustrator especially valuable the airplane in- 
dustry. dealing with one the most complicated mechanisnis 
ever contrived. not only visualizes the completed plane but, work- 
ing from blueprints, untangles and presents all the various units: 
electrical system, hydraulic lines, armaments, and power plant, show- 
ing the function each and enabling production men and planners 
see more quickly the problems which will confront them build- 
ing the plane. 

Even when dealing with completed parts the illustrator can what 
the photographer cannot. can pick out, cut away, enlarge, and 
dramatize whatever needs order put over his point. takes 
great skill choose the best possible view the object, know 
exactly what details emphasize, neither adding nor subtracting 
from the original design. 

more complex problem confronts the tool illustrator. Exceptional 
visualizing ability essential. works from more than 
engineer’s scribble, trying create thing that exists only the 
designer’s head. works trial and error, for tool design 
“the designing airplanes (it) still remains art and has not yet 
become science,” quote Brig. Gen. Arthur Vanaman 
Wright Field. 

Other divisions which utilize the artists’ talents include catalogue and 
handbook illustration. Drawings made for these departments are tre- 
mendously important now that much material being sent for- 
eign countries, for pictures easily bridge gap terminology and 
language. 

Visual educators, teaching drawings and motion pictures, have 
proven this faster and clearer method than the traditional 
demonstration experienced worker. The training film utilizing 
movie technique and animation fertile field for artists trained 
motion picture work. 

The experience working industry should great value the 
American artist. For too long has been specialist one branch 
art. painter country roads blonde nudes, commer- 
cial artist limited one way selling product, designer 
one type textiles. the other hand, there the tradition the 
artist-designer who worked well both painter and craftsman. 

The training these men and women are receiving may well add mem- 
bers that select group great artists whose versatility enabled 
them paint and sculpt, design, and SCHOPPE.

GROUP YOUNGER Los Angeles musicians, tired trimming 
their musical endeavors suit the indifferent tastes and inca- 
pacities organizations musical title only, has found 
solution drastic although simple problem.

Many groups had 
tried it—had organized and presented programs facing either 
toward radicalism popularity, only land flat the middle 
the endeavor. Many groups had drawn good audiences, then 
folded and died. What they left was captured society and 
the good effort became means entertainment. The excuses 
offered were various. Programs continued selected 
committees the criterion supposedly popular audience, 
sometimes thought trifle vulgar. The audience, inher- 
ent logical necessity, was supposed prefer boredom real 
musical interest. Gangs contributing non-contributing 
patrons were lined the background until names lost all 
magic. Persons genuinely interested music turned their 
radios, beginning with the substantial day-by-day meals 
KECA and Jose Rodriguez, passing the fat feasts offered 
the Southern California Gas Company and Perry King. 
Recording companies and retailers did rich business. 

The Evenings started small way, the upstairs studio 
remodeled house-—the overlooking Los Angeles—with 
program entirely the music Bela Bartok, without publicity 
and without concessions. Further programs presented for the 
first time Los Angeles major compositions Busoni and 
Charles Ives, well selections from Chopin, Scriabin, and 
pre-Bach music. The pattern was set: plenty music and mix 
but keep tough. These musicians believed that music-lovers, 
tired half-measures, would for the real thing. Programs, 
planned often more than year ahead, were adequately re- 
hearsed, and were kept schedule with minimum sub- 
stitutions. 

The way was difficult, the disappointments endless, and heroic 
endurance was required the Roof musicians. Getting the 
Roof was inconvenient, the steep Micheltorena hill had 
climbed, and often only handful came. But the musicians and 
portion the audience stuck with it. When the outlook 
seemed darkest the decision was made move larger quar- 
ters the Assistance League Playhouse. after two and 
half years continuous monthly and_often bi-monthly pro- 
grams, concluding with fourteen-month Beethoven series, the 
Evenings left the Roof but took with them their name. 

The move appeared desperate but was well judged. Subscribers 
bought enough tickets cover the first few concerts. the 
end the fourth concert the new series the Playhouse, all 
expenses had been met. The audiences were never large, never 
near capacity, but they far exceeded previous Roof audiences. 
The enthusiasm they brought the concerts, expectant and 


intense, stimulated performances the sort jaded professionals 
occasionally dream of. Reviewers, first kind, soon became 
partisans and spread abroad the fame the Roof. one who 
was present will forget his sudden awareness tonal and tech- 
nical excitement Kurt Reher played the huge Kodaly Sonata 
for cello unaccompanied, almost unanimous request later 
repeated the series. How the youthful Septet Beethoven 
came alive the hands seven young Philharmonic Orchestra 
instrumentalists. How David Frisina and the Rehers, mirac- 
ulous excellence, played the Beethoven String Trios. Law- 
rence Morton wrote: not say that this audience would 
have been able stand panzer division without fear 
after this performance, but I-am sure that was capable 
some unselfish, not heroic, action.” How thoroughly Kalman 
Bloch, clarinetist, and Leonard Stein, pianist, liberated the es- 
sence four little pieces Alban Berg.

FOURTH CALIFORNIA ARTS AND ARCHITECTURE’S SERIES PLANNING 


Frank Stewart, Director Governmental Research, University California Los Angeles 


THE LOS ANGELES METROPOLITAN AREA, the third 
size the United States, unlike similar areas, has ex- 
perienced its greatest growth and development the 
twentieth century. Its oldest city, Los Angeles, was in- 
corporated 1850. Before 1900 there were only ten 
cities the county; the next twenty years twenty-four 
cities were added. Since 1920 eleven more communities 
were organized. Within the period, 1920-1940, the pop- 
ulation the city Los Angeles well the county 
has increased markedly. 

other respects the Los Angeles metropolitan region 
presents some unique features. located entirely 
within one state, and its area 1,474.34 square miles 
confined almost entirely within Los Angeles County with 
its huge expanse 4,083 square miles. The central city, 
Los Angeles, with area 450 square miles, domi- 
nates the municipal scene, far size concerned. 
However, the government the county Los Angeles 
larger than the government the major city. The 
county has more employees, operates larger budget, 
serves much greater area, and exercises major influ- 
ence intergovernmental affairs the region. the 
forty-five cities the county, eleven have freeholders’ 
charters and thirty-four are sixth-class cities governed 
under the general laws the state. Nearly half mil- 
lion people reside more than forty unincorporated 
places, some which are highly urbanized. Numerous 
districts exist for specific governmental purposes, schools, 
sanitation, flood control, and others. Altogether there are 
some 450 taxing agencies within the region. 

The size and complexity the machinery complicates 
tremendously the problem rendering adequate public 
services reasonable cost the citizens this region. 
The lack sound governmental planning this field 
constitutes challenge the reconstructionists metro- 
politan government. Over period fifty years various 
solutions for the reorganization and simplification 
government this area have been advanced public 
officials, citizens’ committees, civic groups, and public 
and private research agencies. review some the 
proposals for reorganization will indicate the nature 
the problem and some the difficulties encountered. 
Annexation, through which the whole surrounding region 


might absorbed into the major city, was early attempt- 
ed. Beginning 1895 the city Los Angeles grew 
territorial annexation the largest municipal area 
the United States. But since 1915 annexations have been 
few, and this method dealing with the metropolitan 
problem now recognized inadequate. 
Consolidation all municipalities and the county gov- 
ernment into central government for the entire area 
was the suggestion most frequently made before 1930. 
also heard occasionally today. This idea has encoun- 
tered strong opposition among citizens and officeholders 
many communities, who profess fear the effects 
centralized governmental machine and the consequent 
loss local home rule. theory this plan has much 
its favor, but substantial agreement the jurisdictions 
involved prerequisite its adoption. 

Separation the city Los Angeles from the county 
and the creation city-county government within the 
municipal limits Los Angeles city has been several 
times proposed since 1931 officials the Los Angeles 
city government. The desire save money, dissatisfac- 
tion the city with the distribution gasoline tax funds 
the county, and the feeling that the city was paying 
disproportionate share county taxes (in relation 
services received) were the motivating factors behind 
the city’s attitude. Vigorously opposed the county and 
lacking determined and sustained effort the part 
the city, these proposals have not progressed beyond the 
discussion stage. 

various times the borough form metropolitan or- 
ganization has been mentioned. However, specific 
plan federation has been proposed and this movement 
has had considerable strength behind it. 

Creation special metropolitan authorities device 
employed some regions, and has been given lim- 
ited application here the establishment the Metro- 
politan Water District Southern California and the 
Los Angeles County Flood Control District. metropol- 
itan transit authority has also been suggested. However, 
each agency deals with only one problem and, used 
for all major functions, the plan would complicate rather 
than simplify the governmental machinery for the region.

integration consolidation functions accomplished through inter- 
governmental cooperation. study, Cooperation 
the Los Angeles Area, made 1940 the Bureau Govern- 
mental Research the University California Los re- 
vealed that such cooperation has become well-established device 
for administering number important governmental services. 
many instances such cooperation authorized enabling legisla- 
tion; sometimes has legal basis. may effected through 
written agreements and contracts simply verbal working ar- 
rangements between responsible public officials various jurisdic- 
tions and departments. 

Informal cooperation, extent, has existed since the beginning 
local government the Los Angeles area. may temporary, 
written contract. Verbal arrangements are usually made because 
the rigidity existing law, because changing local governmental 
conditions, because each participating jurisdiction must retain 
freedom action. Always such cooperation influenced the 
personalities the particular officials involved. Active participation 
public officials the region the affairs various local profes- 
sional, research, and administrative groups, and the local chapters 
many national associations has facilitated common discussion and 
mutual understanding problems. 

more formal method cooperation found the written con- 
tract negotiated officials the departments concerned and ap- 
proved resolution ordinance the legislative bodies gov- 
erning boards the jurisdictions parties thereto. Approximately 
200 intergovernmental contracts exist the area. They are found 
such major functions local government tax assessment and col- 
lection, health, sewage disposal, personnel, libraries, fire protection, 
public utilities, planning and inspectional services, streets and high- 
ways, and recreation. Only police, purchasing, and public welfare 
are they absent. The county has exclusive jurisdiction over public 
welfare administration, and there active cooperation the other 
two fields. 

Under the terms these contracts there may mutual exchange 
services, joint maintenance operation administrative office 
public plant, performance given function one jurisdic- 
tion for another. form and content there considerable variation 
contracts. Some specify detail the administrative undertakings 
and charges covered the agreement. others the terms may 
very broad. Likewise duration there diversity, the usual term 
being one year. But there are examples indefinite contracts subject 
written notice termination either party, contracts extend- 
ing from five fifteen years, and few without termination 
clauses. 

Functional consolidation contract has numerous advantages, in- 
flexibility, easy adaptability, and opportunity for clear defi- 
nition responsibility. Where other methods—annexation, consoli- 
dation, special districts—may politically inexpedient, contracts 
permit uniformity administration without loss independence 
smaller jurisdictions. There definite gain small communi- 
ties economy and better service through the assistance rendered 
larger agencies. However, the advantages the agencies performing 
such services under contract are not always obvious, and certain 
fields some opposition has arisen. 

The war has greatly stimulated the cooperation local governments 
this region mutual problems civilian defense. 
bombing has motivated spirit and method cooperation 
which transcends large part the normal rivalries among public 
officials. Since the outbreak war great strides have been made 
getting communities cooperate unified program defense, 
including communication, police and fire protection, hospitals and 
health, public works, utilities, transportation, and other services. 
Peace will bring problems reconstruction the local level,
